tt IB announced that nil tho ContiU- 


tutionnl Amendments aavo the 
Tth 


have been nitopted by tmmll major!- 
lies, unit thut the schedule lias nluo 
b«en adopted. Tltta meant* thnt nftur 
next year the 1'emmrlvnnln public will 
be annojed by (ho poUtlclutm und their 
claims bill once n year. 


The schedule provldi'8 for the usual 


city, borough and township elections 
next februnry. but lifter that clcclloim 
for county, city, borough und (own 
ship oincors will ba held biennially In 
the odd numbered years beginning on 
Ihe Tuesday following the Brat Jton 
day of November, Mil. nnd all gt>u 
erel elections wilt bo held biennially 
la the even numbered rears begin 
nlng the Tuesday following (hn Brsl 
Monday of November, 1310. 


The diminution of county offices 


from 
the 
general 
elections 
will 


strengthen party lines nt those olec 
ttons, because the ticket voted for In 
the eVptt dtimbcred years ntlt rcprc 
sent prlnciptog rather than men. At 
the same time It is doubtful whether 
It will (end to eliminate pnrtlxnn poll- 
tics from borough nud township af< 
fairs. The county ticket usuntly com* 
nitindft party support nnd will probably 
strengthen party spirit In the boroughs 
and township", hllhnrtn never violent 
ly strong at the February elections. 


There will bo morn or It-US shitting 


nhout In tho terms of service under 
thevOav/ Schedule. tini* nome officers 
will have tnetr terms tenglheiied by It, 
notably somn county olllcluls holding 
lucrative positions. Town Councilman 
and other borough and township oni 
o-f*. whole terms would expire tho 
first Monday In March, toll, will have 
them extended (o the first Monday In 
December, lilt. 


The defeat of the Tlti Amendment 


was anticipated.' tt provided thnt tho 
Legislature might onuct a laxv or laws 
changing the present method of elect- 
ing electron officers by vote of the pea 
pie, th'1 object being to huto election 
officers appointed In the larger cities 
where Undesirable Citizens with more 
parttsnn xnat than patriotic honest} 
have a habit of getting themselves 
elected on the boards for the purpose 
of promoting the pollution of the bill 
tot. 
The object was good, but 
tho 


danger of an abute of th" power by a 
venal part} controlling the Legisla- 
ture add the Governor was loo tip 
parent, and the cltl/nns looked auk- 
once and \oted It down by a decisive 
majority. 


Under the new order of things the 


municipal elections will perhaps be 
tlvller than the itfiieral elections. Tin 
list of candidates wilt bo longer and 
the local Interest, keener. 
Upon thi 


whole, 
however, 
the 
amendments, 


which are Intended to make our elec- 
tions more simple and satisfactory, 
will doubtless amply fulfill that expec- 
tation.
